When you return to the campus 
which you left many years ago you 
often remark to yourself the changes 
that have taken place in the old Alma 
Mater since last you climbed that his- 
toric hill. Changes are taking place 
in Bethany that will make the campus 
even more attractive as well as more 
useful and there is an opportunity for 
you to feel that you have had a part 
in the progress that is being made as 
the years add to the prestige of the 
“college on the hill.” 


As one looks over the campus build- 
ings, and equipment of the college he 
sees much that could be improved and 
yet funds are not available because of 
the necessary things that must be done 
to keep apace the advancing purpose 
of education. The little things that add 
a finishing touch must be left to those 
sons and daughters of Bethany who feel 
it a privilege to aid in the program 
of their college. Following is a partial 
list of those items which could be added 
if funds were available. 


1. The illumination of the Main 

Building. 

One cannot deny that the structure 
which first enclosed the classes of old 
Bethany is imposing. During the day 
it is the object of admiration for all 
visitors to the campus and so it could 
be in the evening were it lighted appro- 
priately with flood-lights disclosing the 
attractive architecture. 

2. Lights on the Lower Main Gates. 

Lighting can add a great deal to an 
approach to a fine campus. Entering 
Bethany one comes immediately to the 
memorial gates and in the darkness can 
easily pass them by without noticing 
the entrance to college. To further 
improve the attractive approach to the 
campus with lighting on these gates 


would cost $100. 


3. Stone Benches on the Campus. 

This June when you return for the 
Commencement exercises look about 
you and see the many suitable loca- 
tions for stone benches which would 
not only improve the appearance but 


also the utility of the campus. These 
would cost but from $25 to $100 
apiece. 


4. Illumination of the College Clock. 

As you often hurried up the hill at 
night did you not often look intently 
toward the clock and wonder at the 
hour? The illumination of the clock 
would be a feature which students and 
visitors would mark each night of the 
year. It would cost $150. 


5. Decoration of the Main Chapel. 

That hall from which many an illus- 
trious graduate has gone forth to tell 
the world of the wonders of. old Beth- 
any today is in need of much repair. 
Time has added many a need to the 
hall and its equipment. New drapes 
and a fine new curtain have been added 
to it but they need much more beau- 
tiful surroundings. which will cost 
approximately $1,500. 


6. Cleaning of Keene pictures. 

In the historic old chapel hang sev- 
eral interesting and valuable pictures 
which were donated to the college art 
collection many years ago. Dust of 
time has covered them and they should 
be restored for the eyes of those who 
love fine art. 

7. R.C.A. Speech Reproduction 

Machine. 

As science moves forward giving to 
the educational world fine equipment 
for the training of those who will do 
much for mankind and one of the 
pieces of equipment which it has pro- 
vided and which Bethany is in need of 
is an R.C.A. speech reproduction ma- 
chine. This would be a valuable addi- 
tion _to the department. ofthe college 
which is turning out men and women 
who can appear before the public and 
express their opinions. This would 


cost $350. 


8. Telescope mounting. 

During the past few years several 
Bethany science students have been 
completing a lens for a telescope which 
will be of great value to the physics 
department when mounted but the 
mounting would cost $300. 


9. R.C.A. music library. 

The fine music department of Beth- 
any is improving day by day and still 
there are many pieces of equipment 
that could aid in class study and appre- 
ciation of music that have not been 
added to the department. The R.C.A. 
music library is one that would be wel- 
comed by all music lovers in Bethany. 
It would cost $500. 

10. Endowed Scholarships. 

Many students who are deserving of 
financial aid in their attempt to gain 
an education at Bethany have been 
assisted through endowed scholarships. 
Alumni who are interested in aiding 
these young men and women can do so 
in bestowing endowed scholarships to 
the amount of $5,000. 

11. An Economic Department en- 
dowment. 

There-has been an increasing im- 
portance added to the department of 
economics during the past few years 
due to an added interest of students in 
government and business. However 
Bethany College has no endowment to 
support this phase of education and it 
is felt by many that this is essential to 
the good of the college as a liberal arts 
institution. 

These are but a few items which 
could send Bethany along its way to 
higher quality in education. There are 
many more which you no doubt have 
noted in your visits to the campus. If 
you have suggestions or wish to make 
your contribution to the advancement 
of your college there is no time like 
the present.

Mr. Chas. C. Barlow 


In view of the increasing importance 
for colleges and universities to estab- 
lish cordial relationships with high 
schools and in filling an urgent need 
for more direction to be given to stu- 
dent recruiting, Bethany College has 
taken a forward step in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Chas. C. Barlow as Direc- 
tor of High School Relations and Pub- 
licity. In announcing the appointment 
of Mr. Barlow and the position he is to 
take, President Cramblet spoke of the 
need for an officer at each college who 
would assume the responsibility for 
developing and maintaining dignified 
contacts with high schools and for de- 
veloping all of the public relations of 
the college. 

Mr. Barlow has been at Illinois Col- 
lege in Jackson, Illinois as Dean of 
Men for several years and before that 
time he was on the faculty of St. Al- 
bans School in Sycamore, Illinois, where 
he was head of the lower school. He 
is a graduate of Illinois College in the 
class of 1929 and while in college he 
was active in various student enter- 
prises. He has had some graduate 
work at the University of Illinois. Mr. 
Barlow will bring to Bethany some ex- 
perience in this field of high school 
and public relations because his work 
at Illinois College was concerned al- 
most entirely with promotion and stu- 
dent recruiting. 

It is planned to have Mr. Barlow 
take charge of all this work the first of 
February. He will relieve all the ad- 
ministrative ofhcers of this responsi- 
bility, according to President Cram- 
let’s announcement, For several years 
Dean Kirkpatrick was the principal 
officer of the college working in the 
field of promotion and publicity in 
addition to many other duties. During 
that time, however, he was able to 
establish very cordial relationships be- 
tween the college, the newspapers, the

In a simple but impressive ceremony 
on some gladsome commencement day, 
you and your classmates became alum- 
ni of Bethany College.

It is the privilege 
of sharing in the life and growth of 
Old Bethany. 

In the midst of many interests and 
many demands, there is the insistent 
and unwavering call for your affection, 
your loyalty, and your service, It is 
one of these “Rights and privileges 
appertaining thereto.’”’ And it is one 
that will pay joyous rewards, for our 
hearts are warmed, our spirits quick- 
ened, and our courage renewed as we 
take hold of worthwhile responsibilities. 

Bethany has been marching forward! 
There has been the steady and sound 
development of the academic life and 
the instructional program. There has 
been the gradual growth of the endow- 
ment funds until now they approach 
a respectable size. There has been a 
careful improvement and enlargement 
in physical equipment. These are not 
new or unpredicated accomplishments 
but rather the fruits of many years of 
devoted service and the realization of 
the hopes, the planning, and the dreams 
of many men. But they combine now 
to make the years just ahead seem like 
the opening of a new and greater era! 

It is in the emergency and hastening 
of such an era that Bethany’s sons and 
daughters will play a vital and signif- 
icant part. How great this new era 
will be, depends largely on how active 
and interested the alumni of the college 
will be. 

One of the important areas in which 
Bethany men and women can make a 
rich and important contribution to the 
college is in the matter of student en- 
rollment. There are many young men 
and young women graduating from 
high schools in your community this 
spring and the most able of these ought 
to be told about Bethany. They should 
be told the academic standing of the 
college, the progressive and thorough 
educational program, the setting and 
the equipment, and something of the 


public school men, and the educational 
world in general. It is hoped that Mr. 
Barlow's experience and prestige will 
enhance and develop this phase of the 
college program. 


fine traditions and rich history that 
surrounds the college experience here. 
Their names should be sent on to us 
and with the name some suggestion as 
to how we can be of help to them. 


The liberal college has always had a 
very important place in the field of 
higher education and it has always 
had a very definite function to perform. 
But in recent years the enrollment 
trends, aggravated by the depression, 
have challenged us to give more and 
more attention to the matter of student 
recruiting. Despite the fact that more 
students are entering college every 
year, many of the small residential 
colleges of liberal arts find it increas- 
ingly difficult to maintain an adequate 
enrollment and at the same time pro- 
tect academic standards. Especially is 
this true of the college not sufficiently 
endowed to be independent of the in- 
come from tuition and boarding. 


Several factors have contributed to 
this new problem. First of all, the 
state schools, generously subsidized by 
the legislations, attract a larger pro- 
portion of students each year. The 
state teachers colleges, recently author- 
ized to grant the bachelor’s degree, are 
now in direct competition with the 
liberal arts college. Then too, a lack 
of funds as a result of the depression 
has forced thousands of students, who 
might otherwise have entered a resi- 
dence college of liberal arts, to remain 
at home and commute to one of the 
great urban universities—mostly state 


institutions. Another result of the de- 
pression is the timidity with which 
students contemplate a_ professional 


career, a career which has its logical 
beginning in the liberal arts college. 
Rather, the student seems willing to 
sacrifice the advantages of a cultural 
education in favor of a specific course 
or a short-time course which will per- 
mit him to earn his own living as 
quickly as possible. These factors tend 
tc limit the number of potentia! candi- 
dates for the liberal arts college. 

This means that the recruiting of 
good students has become highly im- 
portant. Many colleges, faced with 
shrinking enrollments, have resorted to 
methods of solicitation that would make 
some commercial advertisers blush with 
shame. Some colleges now find it diffi- 
cult to justify their existence. Ob- 
viously, it is a case of “the survival 
of the fittest’-—and in this case, fit- 
ness means the loyalty of the alumni 
as well as the internal strength of the 
institution. 

With the exception of a few very 
loyal Bethanians, we have not had the 
general support of the alumni and 
former student in the quest for the 
superior student. [| am sure that this 
lack of support is not due to any un- 
willingness on the part of Bethany men 
and women to serve the college but it

George Sutton of 
Bethany is Honored 


George Miksch Sutton, curator of 
birds at Cornell University, and for 
years a resident of Bethany, W. Va. 
has been given a new honor. He has 
been elected a vice-president of the 
Wilson Ornithological Club at a meet- 
ing held recently in Indianapolis. 

He graduated from Bethany College 
in 1923, took his doctors degree at 
Cornell in 1932 and was immediately 
placed in charge of the bird collection 
at Cornell. 

From 1920 to 1924 he was curator 
of birds at Carnegie museum in Pitts- 
burgh and instructor in ornithology of 
Pennsylvania, and in 1929 he went to 
the far north where he spent fifteen 
months with the Eskimos, studying the 
bird life of Southampton Island, just 
north of Hudson Bay. 


One of the leading bird artists of the 
present day, his paintings and drawings 
appear as illustrations for ornithologi- 
cal magazines as well as for books. He 
is author of several books including 
“Eskimo Year,’ “Birds in the Wilder- 
ness,” ‘Birds of Pennsylvania,’” and 
“The Exploration of Southampton Is- 


land: » 


He is a fellow of the American Orni- 
thologists’ Union, and member of the 


Wilson club, and Explorers Club of 
New York. 


According to information received 
here at the first of the year, Dr. Sutton 
will leave Ithaca January 23, on an 
ornithological expedition to little 
known parts of Mexico. He will re- 
turn early in April. The party will 
consist of John B. Semple, Trustee of 
the Carnegie Institute of Pittsburgh, 
and sponsor of the expedition; Thomas 
D. Burleigh, the U. S. Biological Sur- 
vey's chief field-naturalist; and a cook 
and guide. Dr. Sutton hopes to devote 
much of his time to painting from life 
certain Mexican birds that have never 
been illustrated.

may be traced to our failure to present 
the problem and a specific program for 
its solution. 

This spring Mr. Chas. C. Barlow is 
coming to the college staff as Director 
of High School Relations and he will 
be inaugurating a new program for the 
enrollment of freshmen. His work will 
depend in some manner upon the sup- 
port of all alumni and former students 
for its successful completion. He should 
be reminding you again and again that 
the finest service you can render the 
college is to encourage some outstand- 
ing student in your community to 
attend Bethany. He should be making 
special effort to have Bethanians send 
their own children back to their Alma 
Mater. Certainly he will be urging you 
to bring prospective students to the 
campus for a visit, especially for Edu- 
cation Day in April or for the Com- 
petitive Scholarship Examination on 
May 7. 

In the territory from which Bethany 
normally draws students, there are a 
great many Bethanians teaching in the 
high schools. If each of these teachers 
were to select the outstanding Senior 
in his school and make a special effort 
to have that student enroll at Bethany, 
we should have, next fall, a freshman 
class surpassing all previous classes in 
size and, what is infinitely more im- 
portant, in quality. 

Incidentally, the sending of students 
to Bethany is an important financial 
contribution. Dormitories must be 
kept full and enrollment stable if the 
College is to live within its income. 
Bethanians who are unable to make 
substantial gifts in cash may contribute 
quite as generously by helping keep 
the enrollment where it ought to be. 

A college may have faculty, equip- 


jment, and traditions, but in the final 


end it is the quality of its students— 
and eventually the quality of its alum- 
ni—that determines whether it is func- 
tioning effectively for the true ends of 
education. This makes it imperative 
that student personnel—dquantity, but 
beyond this quality—should have first 
consideration. Service to Bethany is 
part and parcel of the “rights and privi- 
leges’’ of every Bethany man or woman 
if we see ourselves as worthy of the 
name. Here, then is an important 
channel in which we can each make 
some contribution to the life and 
growth of the college.
